Judge Levy was brought up 
in New Orleans. She received her

bar in 1922. Until 1940 she was 
actively engaged in the practice 
of law.

The cénference was sponsored 
by the Live Oak branch of the

Penwomen in coniuction with the 
University of Mississippi. 

Duke Trexler represented the 
University, while Mrs. Lloyd Gif- 
fith of Bay St. Louis, President 
of the branch, officiated. Mrs. 
Loonam’s topic was “What An 
Editor Wants in Fiction.” She 
stated that the number of good 
writers is in the majority today 
and that a dire need exists for 
good, clear scripts which appeal 
to the average reader. She stressed 
that the story with the surprise 
ending has had its day, that it is 
unlikely it will be reviveg since 
it was a fad and has lost its 
importance. 

Ray Samuel of New Orleans, 
who is Public Relations otficius 
for the Godwin Advertising 
Agency and co-author of the book, 
“Tales of Mississippi,” was next 
to take the rostrum. Mr. Sam- 
uel used as his subject, ‘‘Re- 
search—The Literary Treasure 
Hunt,” and set forth many val- 
uable suggestions for seeking data 
vital to the non-fiction writer as 
well as a well spring of inspira- 
tion to. the fiction writer. 

The talk was interspersed with 
witty anecdotes, the most nota- 
ble of which referred to his in- 
terview with a Civil War Vete- 
ran at Beauvoir. 

Throughout the 
veteran - gave a lucid and ex- 
citing accouht of his personal 
experiences during combat. Sam- 
uel, spellbound, considered him- 
self fortunate to be getting in- 
formation from the horse’s mouth, 
so to speak. When the interview 
was completed Samuel learned 
that the veteran happened to 
have been a drummer-boy of elev 
en years old at the time and that 
the story was purely a figment 
of the old gentleman’s imagina. 
tion. 

Evans B. Harrington, instructor 
in -English at the’ University of 
Mississippi spoke on the value of 
enlisting the services of an agent 
when the writer becomes estab- 
lished. The new writer was re- 
minded that he must sell a con 
siderable numbor of manuscripts 
before an agent would consider 
him an asset. 

“But.” concluded Harrington, 
“acting as one’s own agent brings 
wri‘ten contact with editors which 
may prove extremely valuable tc 
the young writer.” 

Opening the second day of the 
conference John Dillion Husband, 
professor of journalism of Tu- 
lane University, emphasized the 
conviction that there still is and 
always will be a solid audience 
for poetry. Citing two poets whom 
he considers among the top-rank- 
ing ones he named Lysander 
Kemp and Mae Swenson and ad 
ded that poetry, like surgery, re- 
quires extensive training and cf- 
tort that few acquire before ma- 
turity. 

The Saturday Evening Post was 
represented by Ivan Dmitri, who 
is considered one of the outstand- 
ing color photographers in the 
country. Mr. Dmitri related a typi- 
cal example of the diplomacy 
which is necessary in getting 
a photograph oi the camera-shy.

Industry is still spending bil- 
lions of dollars in new plant 
construction along the navigable 
rivers and canals where they can 
receive fuel and raw materials and 
ship their products by low cost 
barge transportation.

DAVIS RETAINS AURA 
OF CONFEDERACY 


A lusty Gulf breeze sweeps 
across the sands and rustles the 
tall, moss-draped live oaks that 
for many years have stood guard 
at beautiful Beauvoir, the state- 
iy last home of Confederate Pres- 
ident Jefferson Davis. 
stroll thorugh the grounds, 
impressed by surroundings that 
are somewhat reverent. Inside the 
white, green-trimmed main house, 
a bedroom contains the belongings 
of Winnie Davis, youngest child 
of the old soldier and statesman, 
and the “Daughter of the Confed 
eracy.” Downstairs, the museum 
exhibits in the Jefferson Davis 
shrine, includes a photostat of 
post-war announcing a $100,000 
reward for cauture of President 
Davis. Beauvoir, built in the 
early 1850’s was the home of 
Jefferson Davis from 1877, after 
he left Memphis, until he died 
in 1889 in New Orleans at the 
age of 81.

We believe the greatest re- 
sources of any Community are its people; but 
if the people are not given an opportunity to 
keep abreast of the Industrial movements fos- 
tered by the State of Mississippi, then certain- 
ly, the progressive development of the Commu- 
nity is hampered. 


Since 1953, ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY- 
TWO (132) new Industrial manufacturers lo- 
cated in the State of Mississippi. In the year 
1956, alone EIGHTY THREE (83) new and ex- 
panded plants located in our State. Not one 
of these new industries have been brought to 
our Community. 


‘Our Community has been lacking in acquiring 
any of these facilities which furthers the pro- 
gress of the place wherein they are located.
